Chair mnn,  Lad,^^  and  Gentlemen, 

^ ^ have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  ijinual  Report 

i.or  the  year  enciing  31st  December  I960.  This  report  includes  a section 
kindle-  supplied  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  & Engineer. 

Regarding  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District, 
according  to  the  Kegistrar  General,  the  estimated  resident  population 
has  risen^from  3 >800  in  1959  to  3 >890  in  I960.  The  live  birth  rate  of 
9*5  is  slightly  hi^er  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  but  is 
considerably  lower  than  that  for  England  & V[ales  (l?.!).  The  standard- 
ised death  rate  of  11. 4 was  practically  the  same  as  that  for  Engiand 
cS:  Rales  (II.5). 

I an  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cgncer 
were  during  I960  only  about  a half  of  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 

ihe  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  hi^ier 
than  the^  previous  year  - most  of  these  being  Measles.  I am  pleased  to 
record  that  tnere  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Dysentery 
or  I'ood  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

I should  again  like  to  tale  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  for  the  help  and  support  v/hich  all  manbers  of  the 
Council  have  gj.ven  mie  and  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
Cleri  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  able  assistance  given 
to  me  during  the  year.
